Resident completes major mosaic 
project using Minster Stone tiles

WAYFORD resident 
Peter Woodward has 
finally completed a 
major project in his 
home, creating a mo¬ 
saic using material 
rescued after a well- 
known local company 
folded. 

He said: "In 1996, 

Minster Stone in 
llminster had a sale to 
clear out their build¬ 
ing prior to it being 
demolished to make 
way for a new round¬ 
about. I purchased a 
number of lots at the 
auction including the 
wel l-remem bered 
horseshoe shape of balustrade, which was a 
feature in their display area next to the road, 
and a substantial quantity of rough-faced mar¬ 
ble tiles of various colours, which I was told 
were used back in the 1960s as decoration on 
fireplaces. 

"The balustrade became our driveway front 
entrance but the tiles were a bit of an unknown 
whim. 

"In 1999, local girl Selene Harrison was com¬ 
missioned by me to use them to produce a 
Roman-styled mosaic on the end wall of our 
conservatory. This entailed having to cut up a 
large quantity of these tiles, eventually to pro¬ 
duce a scene depicting the Emperor Constan¬ 
tine and two pillars supporting a banner stating 
in Latin 'From Labour to Refreshment'above, 
which was depicted the sun and two fish, sig¬ 
nifying his bringing of Christianity. 

"There were still a large pile of tiles in boxes 
left over, and they remained there in the garage 
until the summer of 2013. In a moment of in¬ 


sanity, I decided to create another mural by my¬ 
self, at the other end of the conservatory, being 
four metres wide by four metres high. Many 
times I rued my ill-considered decision, as did 
my wife Barbara, as the tile cutting dust and tile 
cement got everywhere. 

"After nine months of effort, and around a 
quarter of a tonne in 12,000 pieces the marble 
mosaic is complete." 

The mosaic depicts three columns supporting 
a banner stating in Latin "Time Flies" and the 
arrow of time, above which is the moon, Saturn, 
Jupiter and the three stars of Orion's belt. There 
is also the bold letters SPQR, which the Roman 
Legions carried with them proclaiming in Latin 
"The Senate and People of Rome". To the right 
is a depiction of the Fascio which was the sym¬ 
bol of power they also carried. 

Having completed his mammoth task, Mr 
Woodward complains he still has no space in 
the garage which seems to have now filled up 
with other things!

THE ROTARY Club of Crewkerne and 
Crewkerne Inner Wheel have donated 
£100 each to help a local family with a 
disabled child access an important 
piece of equipment. 

A four-year-old from Crewkerne, who 
has learning difficulties and epilepsy, 
needed a purpose-built trike to enable 
him to have a more fulfilled childhood. 
The total cost of the trike was £2,384 
and a charity for brain injured children, 
Cerebra, picked up the majority with a 
contribution of £2,107.

The Tomcat also has optional parental 
control of steering and braking from the 
back of the trike, which together with 
the flexibility of the size range, will allow 
the child to develop with it, lasting him 
until he is eight to 10 years old. 

In addition, this particular model con¬ 
verts into a trailer which can be at¬ 
tached to an adult bicycle, allowing the 
whole family to go for bike rides to¬ 
gether.

ORGANISERS have hailed the annual hedgelay¬ 
ing and vintage plough competition, held recently 
at Cotley Farm in Wambrook, near Chardm another 
great success. 

As the sun rose, 40 vintage tractors with drivers 
on board and 50 hedgelayers set about their busi¬ 
ness turning 25 acres on Cotley Farm into the best 
kept fields in Somerset. 

The sound of the tractor engines powering along, 
mixed with the conversation of competitors and 
spectators, created a brilliant atmosphere. 

Each ploughing competitor was given a portion 
of the field with four hours to create the perfect 
plough. Bob Johnson, father and grandfather of a 
local Cotley farming family, showed everyone how 
it was done on his Ford 5000, with grandson 
George being his biggest critic. 

The fields were ploughed with such precision by 
the vintage tractor enthusiasts, you could only 
stand back and admire the real s kill s involved be¬ 
fore the days of satellite navigation and six furrow 
ploughs. 

The original horse power, a team of two Suffolk 
Punch horses, were also there to show sepctators 
how it used to be done. This was a real crowd- 
puller and spectators were even invited to give it a 
go themselves, steering the plough down the fur¬ 
row behind the traditionally turned out horses. 

On the hedges either side of the two fields, the 
competition was fierce yet again for the hedgelay¬ 
ing competition, with competitors coming from far 
and wide as well as the local hands showing what 
they could do. 

The competition was split into four categories; 
novice pairs, ladies, intermediate and open. The 
youngest competitor was nine-year-old Jack 
Pyman who has been competing alongside his fa¬ 
ther Richard since he was seven. Both follow the 
Cotley hounds regularly and Richard was eyeing 
up the prospect of jumping the laid hedges next 
season - historically hedges were laid for this very 
reason. 

Jack's older brother, James, was also competing 
with friend Fred Ransford, both 14. The two boys 
laid a hedge resulting in a highly commended 
award in their class and the overall award for best 
Cotley Supporter. 

Malcom Dowling, who was competing in the 


open class, won the Veteran/Over 60s award. 

The ladies class was very successful, resulting in 
hedges that truly gave the boys a run for their 
money. Winner of the ladies class was Emma Sta- 
pleforth, who was a key organiser of the event and 
wanted to promote the presence of the traditional 
methods of farming that are still used today. 

Another female competitor was Fynda Cregan, 
daughter of national hedgelaying legend and local 
farmer Roger Paris, who competed with her hus¬ 
band, Heath. Fynda competed with her brother last 
year and came second but when asked who was 
easier to hedgelay with, husband or brother, she 
said husband! 

Winning the novice pairs and the Young Farmers 
prize was Jack Ellis and Dan Strawbridge. The pair 
were keen to show their skills in hedgelaying and 
will be progressing up to the intermediate level 
next year. 

Jack said: “It was a shock result as it was our first 
competition.” 

The open class was for the very experienced 
hedgelayers to battle it out for the top spot. Cham¬ 
pion of this class was Martin Turner, chairman of 
the Blackdown Hills Hedge Association. Just 
pipped to the post was Stuart Drew, a local farmer 
from Yarcombe. All competitors created beautifully 
laid hedges that were very much admired by the 
hundreds of spectators who turned up to watch . 

This event raised over £1,000 for the Dorset and 
Somerset Air Ambulance.

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National success for young speakers

FOLLOWING on from their triumph at the Rotary 
Club of Ilminster Youth Speaks competition, the public 
speaking team from Combe St Nicholas Church of Eng¬ 
land Primary School, near Chard, took their subject for¬ 
ward to win the debate at the regional Youth Parliament 
at Shire Hall in Taunton and a national competition at 
the Houses of Parliament. 

The team won the film section of the Education Serv¬ 
ice, “Lights Camera Parliament”, having been up 
against 200 schools across the country. 

The Year 6 pupils of the Badger Class had chosen the 
subject “Should Child Labour be Allowed?” which 
came about after studying Victorian England with 
teacher Christine Maxwell as part of their curriculum. 
They had been shocked to learn through further re¬ 
search how many countries still used child labour. 

To win the prize, the team had to create a storyboard 
and then made a short film about how we unwittingly 
encourage child labour with the products we purchase. 
They cleverly drew a comparison between the activities 
they enjoyed at the age of 10, such as playing sport, 
drawing and music, compared to children in other coun¬ 
tries who may actually help make their footballs, train¬ 
ers, pencil cases and even school uniforms. 

The team concluded that, as one of the United Na¬ 
tion’s eight millennium development goals was that all 
children should have a right to at least primary level ed¬ 
ucation, they wanted to see a change in the law so that 
all products must state whether or not children had been 
involved in its production. 

Local MP David Laws had been very supportive of 
the school and wrote to Badger Class to congratulate 
them on winning. He had been disappointed not to have 
been able to welcome them on their visit to the Houses 
of Parliament and present them with their prize person¬ 
ally, due to his recent accident. 

In a letter to the class, he said: “You tackled a very 
important subject in your video and focused on a great

idea to help child labour. I hope you are 
all very proud of your fantastic achieve¬ 
ment.” 

The group had to take an early train 
from Crewkerne station and spent a day 
in London where they went to the 
Houses of Parliament and lobbied the 
baronesses, including the Lord Speaker 
Baroness D'Souza who was very im¬ 
pressed with what they had to say. 

They children had lunch at the House 
of Lords and then went across to the 
British Film Institute for the showing of 
their film and the presentation. Apart 
from the splendid trophy, they won a 
video camera for the school and cinema 
tickets. 

Mrs Maxwell said the children had be¬ 
haved impeccably despite the early start 
and would certainly never forget their 


big day. 

Headteacher Lesley Katner com¬ 
mented: “We are extremely proud of our 
Year 6 pupils who have won not only on 
local and regional level, but national 
level. This was not an add on as such, it 
all came from their curriculum research 
on Victorian times. 

“When they went to Parliament, the 
Baroness was so impressed there is a 
possibility this could become a private 
members bill. She seemed very inter¬ 
ested so it is something to watch out for. 

“As our children say, some economies 
do rely on child labour but it has got to 
stop somewhere.”

A MATCH following a typical recent pattern, 
in fact the pattern of much of the season, 
where the forwards struggle to be competi¬ 
tive, but the backs, given the ball, are danger¬ 
ous runners and score tries.
